Hereas, the gaſping condition of the Proteſtants in Ireland is toa'much ma- 
W tine. theit cates devoured, their lives daily ſacritced, not only to the ma- 
lice of their and our bloody enecmics, the Popiſh Rebels, but likewiſe to the more 
1navoydable execurioners, ſtarving, cold, and hunger, tbeir ſorrows hardly to be 
equal'd, nor their ucter deſtruftion poltibly to be prevented, but by the great atid 
\ndeſerved mercy of God, upon ſome wy ſupply of their grievous neceſſities. Ih 
\deep ſenſe and compaſſion of their ſadefſtare, and not [o much doubring the cha- 
ricy of all good Proteſtants here ( which hath been (0 tully manifeſted before) as 
touſe many Arguments to invite them to a liberall Contribution and Loan, for 
the preſent reliet of thoſe of our own blood: and profeſſion, and co hindertheRe- 
tels from being ſharers in the execution of thoſe diviliſh plots which they and their 
adherence in Engiand have deviſedy and too far cttcted amonglt us ( who can expett 
no ſafety here; it that Kingdom be not preſerved unto us, that hath ſo near a rela- 
tion and dependanceupon this ) and for the more ſpeedy railing, collefing, and 
liſpoling of ſuch ſupply as God ſhal encline the hearts of his people to afford their 
brethren in Ireland ; which can be no otherwiſe procured at this time, by ceaſori of 
the unhappy diſtempers here. 

Thc Lords and Commons in Parliament, do hereby Order and Declare, That all 
ind every of His Majeſtics well-affefted Subje&s of any his Kingdoms and Domini. 
ons and any perſon or perſons of the Dutch Nation, under the Government of 
the States Generall of theunited Provinces, That at any time hereafter ſhall bring 
in, and disburſe any ſum or ſums of money, to be employed and laid out for the

&liver any Viftual, Arms, Ammunicion, Goods, Wares, or Commodities fit and 
neceſſary for the better ſupply of the ſaid Army, to be received and indifferently 
pprized and yalaed, by tuck perſon and perſons as ſhall be appointed for thax phr- 
poſe by the Commitrcee tor the Iriſh Aﬀairs, made the 30, of September 1642. or 
ay eight of them, thoſe intruſted with this ſervice, and that are hereafter named z 
That all and every fuch perſon and perſons ſhall have the publique Faith of the Par- 
lament, And both Houſes of Parliament do hereby engage the pace es Faith of
